Ever since the n.S. Mariner 
space vehicles photographed 
the planet Mare and shoved 
a crater-ridden surface of 
the areas surveyed, and the 
Orblter satellites revealed 
many more craters onOie oth¬ 
er side of the moon, we won¬ 
dered what our Earth would 
look like if viewed under 
similar circumstances. 

For our story, we ulU take the area in which 
we live, the more or less central part of 
Canada. 

To our surprise u e found that there are a 
dozen craters of possible meteoric origin. 

The reason is that these 12 craters show a 
'shock formation' which would have been cau¬ 
sed by a meteor Impact. There are other, 
craters but nothing definite is known about 
them at this time. 

The craters are still noticeable sinos time 
and weather condtlons have not completely 
obliterated them. A total of 29 crater 
sights have been located through aerial pho¬ 
tography which may have been created ly Im¬ 
pact of meteors. 

Long ago, it is said a gigantic meteor crash¬ 
ed into what is now known as Hudson Bay 
which produced a 300-ffllIe-vlde 
crater. The large circular 
curve on the bay's eastern ed¬ 
ge as seen on the map will give 
you an idea as to the crater's 
size. Scientists say that 75 
million meteors hit the Earth 
dally. If it wasn't for Earth's 
atmosphere, we might veiy well 
look like the Moon and Mars. 

Fortunately for us, most bum 
up in the a'tinoephere before 
reaching the ground.

Last August 20, a sizeable meteor flamed to 
earth near Prince George, B.C. Seismographs 
registered Impact shocks about 11 p.m. at 
)a.ca Creek, Penticton, Fort St. John and at 
Yellowknife, N.V.T. 

A witness, Lloyd Bowden, 51, said it would be 
almost impossible to try and pinpoint the land¬ 
ing site of the meteor becatise of the vast 
amount of timber in the area. It is estimated 
that the obleot weighed between two and 20 
tons. 

The photograph at left shows an 
aerial view of the Chubb crater * 
which is two miles in diameter. 

On September 28, 1969, an object, 
split into three pieces and hit 
the ground with a thunderous ex¬ 
plosion in northern Victoria's 
farming belt in Australia. 

Another hiige meteor created sonic 
booms on Jan. 4» 1970 over Okla¬ 
homa and was foxmd on a road near 
Lost City, Oklahoma.

It apparently comes f^tn nowhere and leads 
to nowhere...and yet It Is very much there, a 
"silver thread" In the sky. 

The thread, or wire, or whatever It is, 
has been suspended over the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. A.P. Smith, 85 Forest Ave., Caldwell,N.J., 
since Sunday, and no one has yet solved the 
mystery of It all. Not Mrs. Smith, or her 
neighbors, nor the Caldwell police department 
who have sent men out twice to track the wire 
but have yet to come up with the beginning 
and end of It all. 

Sometimes you see It. Sometimes you don't. 
It depends on how the sunlight strikes It. But 
It Is no Illusion. Too many people - Includ- 
Ing policemen and reporters have caught sight 
of It to deny Its existence. To some It looks 
like a strand from a giant cobweb stretching 
off Into the clouds. Mrs. Smith says joking¬ 
ly (she hopes) that It might* be a direct line 
from the Martians. Someone said It could be 
a line dropp>ed from the blimp that was cruis¬ 
ing through West Essex skies. (Note: the Good¬ 
year blimp WM cruising the N.I.-N.J. area 
‘this summer.) 

It looks rigid, as If It were a wire, not 
a string. It appears silver when the snnll^t 
strikes It. On Monday It hung about 150 feet 
above the houses on Forest Avenue and HUlslde 
Avenue. By Tuesday, It seemed llmper to Mrs. 
Smith and other observers, as If one of Its 
ends - wherever that is, had loosened. It 
also seemed lower In the sky. The Caldwell 
police tried to trace it on Monday, found 
signs of It up Hillside and down toward West 
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Caldwell, but lost It In the clouds before 
tracking down the origins. They looked again 
on Tuesday with the same nebulous results. 

The inystary of the s liver thread among 
the clouds has yet to be solved. It all looks 
perfectly Innocent and harmless - but where 
does It come from, where does It go, and why?

At the age of 18, I was working on the railroad in West Virginia. My foreman was an 
Italian named Pete Genenetti. The railroad was one belonging to the Mace Lumber Co. 

Pete and I started off walking to Hacker Valley to the head office to collect our pay. 
On getting our pay we decided to go to Sijramersville, three days walk from Hacker Valley. 

We started up Wolf Hill. After crossing Wolf Hill we started up Brown’s Mountain. About 
halfWay up Brown’s Mountain it started to get dark. We were on an old dirt switchback 
turnpike road. 

While walking up the road we noticed a flash of white light in the sky. Pete said a 
storm was coming. On reaching the second switchback of this road, we saw three or four 
lights hovering just above the ground to one side of the road. One looked like a lantern 
light, smoky yellow. Another one was bright flame, looked like a gas flame. Another one 
looked bluish. 

We passed two of them. Pete looked at the next one ahead of us and stopped in the 
road. He crossed himself and said "Mama Mlai" He swore the devil was around. With that 
he turned and ran back down the moxnntaln the way we had come. 

I went on pest the other lights. After passing them I heard voices Jabbering, but 
could not understand a word they said. I kept moving. I heard voices all the way to the 
top of the mountain. It was about one hour from the time I first heard the voices till I 
reached the top of the mountain. There were lights up in the air all this time, moving 
about. When I reached the top of the mountain, about fifty feet from where I stood one 
light fell to the ground and exploded.

The next day we heard that three 
guys were killed at the dance in a gunfight. 

These were things that hnp}p>ened to me personally, but the follow¬ 
ing hapjpened to neighbors.

They were app)roaching a little hill in the road 
and to the left, up on the hill, off the road, they saw what looked

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rlor to July 1968 I had no In¬ 
terest In or knowledge of UFOs, 
never read a book on them, and 
was unaware there were any 

hooka on them. Also, I do not read science fiction, I prefer Gothic 
mysteries. So my Initial contact was a shock. It took me about three weeks 
to realize what had happened. Having always been "psychic”, astral trips are 
not new to me, but this one was unlike any of them. 

A barren terrain (seen many times since)- what appeared to be (and Is) a 

military base...people In space suits (either thin 
atmosphere or no atmosphere) all busy around the 
place. I was Introduced to one who appeared to be an 
officer of some kind...had a long conversation about 
ethics, politics, religion etc. I became aware that 
my physical body back here was being worked over by 
some kind of ray...became physically awake and It was 
so. This ray centered In my head. I could even hear 
It. For several nights about the same time this ray 
came. The third night a voice came with It telling 
me not to fight It but to relax and learn how to use 
the power It brought. The next night both voice and 
vision came...my Intellectual friend I met on the 
trip. He has been my contact since, (see Illustra¬ 
tion at left). 

We are very close friends. He has shown me 
the beauty and wonder of the universe. Along with 
spacecraft, land vehicles, their uniforms (see draw¬ 
ings at top right), civilian clothes, gadgets,, the 
Insides of large spaceships with wall psnels full of 
Instruments (bottom left) controls, dials etc. 

He also got me to study physics and astronomy 
so I would understand what he was talking about. He 
even tested me on this and still does sometimes. 

One Important rig which I nicknamed the "Mind 
Machine", (lower right drawings) looks like a weird 
TV set. This electronic marvel can be used to contact, 
also "pick up" minds of both Intelligent and primitive 
life forma. One of my contact's Jobs la to use this 
rig to locate life In apace. By this Instrument he 
can tell what type of life la on a given planet. Alao 
this rig can "process" (hla words) minds and can pro¬ 
duce "mlnd-plctures" (my words). These show what type of mental make-up or 
personality, etc. a life form has. I don't know how It works and don't pre¬ 
tend to know. These people have discovered how to manipulate thoughtwavea. 

I could describe this more but there are other things. 

This rig was used on me till I was used to communicating with my contact 
by ordinary telepathy. Whatever he la doing while he la contacting me or Just 
thinking about me unconcloualy, I see him doing It. I see him working, wri¬ 
ting and studying our languages. One time I saw him cut hla finger while us¬ 
ing tools. Another time I saw him washing hla hair which they wear quite long. 
He also sees me this way. 

He puts on hla radio or record player and lets me listen to their music. 
Some of It la beautiful. One piece la the moat beautiful unearthly thing I 
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ever heard. It la a sort of abort symphony of a spaceship soaring Into space 
and all the beauty of apace. I have heard this several times and have asked 
him to play It for me. They also have a type of Jazz all their own. 

Although much of this contact la personal, not all of It la so pleasant. 

He tells me there are two groups In hla world or part of the universe, some¬ 
thing like the Commies and the Free world here. One group are cold-blooded 
fanatics with all the advantages of a superior science and technology to help 
them. They have no sympathetic regard for us or anyone else. The other group 
are the "good guys" and are.the opposite. These two groups are not Just one 
or two races, but are composed of Individuals from all their races, as are our 
own'groups. 

He has shown me aerial photographs taken of North American cities. Both 
sides have the Mind Machine. The Implications of this where planet Earth la 
concerned la obvious. 

I believe they have a base In our solar system but I believe they origin¬ 
ate- elsewhere In our galaxy. Maybe outside our galaxy. They only tell me 
what they figure I ought to know. 

My contact and hla Immediate associates appear to be a research team. At 
first they showed great Interest In our flora and fauna, but they have other 
Interests which I am not sure about. I think In general they are Interested 
In all forma of life and what makes It tick. 

I believe hla people use telepaths and E3P-era for special Jobs, like hla. 

I have also heard many times their language, some words of which I have 
written down. Also I've seen their writing or printing. I hava discovered 
both language and writing are closely related to the language and writing of 
ancient MU. The writing la very similar to the helrarchlcal alphabet of MU. 

I was led to this. 

My contact has black hair; white-golden skin; long, slightly slanting 
eyes which sometimes look darker, sometimes lighter. Also their eyes can al¬ 
ter and send out light rays. On him It la very attractive. On hla superior 
officer It la scary. A lady scientist at the research center, has brown hair, 
very slanting eyes. It la not always possible to tell the exact color of 
their eyes. The slant la different to our own Oriental slant. Their eyes 
are bigger. 

They are of average Earth height, 5*6" to 6'. My contact la, about 
I am 5' 2 V ®nd he la taller than me. 

I am awake when he talks to me or shows me things. We talk any time of 
the day or night, but It la easier In the middle of the night when things are 
quiet. The visions, etc. I receive at night when I can close my eyes. Also 
sometimes In the daytime If I can lay down. I have also met him several times 
on astral trips since the first one. Once he came right to my apartment. He 
la a whiz on this type of stuff. This has been a brief resume of events. 
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On November 10, 1971, Susan "X" was the 
prime guest on the Alan Douglas show on WKYC 
radio, Cleveland, Ohio. Other guests were 
Earl Neff, Larry Moyers and Melville Haul. 

Susan, an HN (registered nurse) has been 
Interested In ufology for the past 10 years. 
Her sister had several UFO sightings but had 
not seen any herself and that brings us to... 



When some mighty strange things started 
to happen to Susan and some friends, she began 
a diary In 1964 and since then placed It In a 
bank vault for safekeeping. She felt that Eari 
Neff was the only one she could tell her story 
to and got the diary to read to Um when she 
phoned him sometime In 1965* 

Melville, a handwriting expert, noted that 
her story Is practically Illegible, very unlike 
other notations In the diary relating to other 
subjects. He also said her writing showed a 
great deal of emotional turmoil at' the time but 
now shows Imagination and stability. 

Susan, who was 18 or 19 at the time of her 
first unusual experience, was coming back from 
a trip with a friend on Jtily 14» 1963 In a new 
convertible and travelling about 60-65 m.p.h. 
Suddenly, a man stepped directly In front of 
the car and was consequently clobbered. They 
stopped the car, and ran back to the man who 
was brushing himself off and was apparently un¬ 
injured. 

They put him in the back seat of the car 
and headed for the hospital. They asked him 
why he stepped in front of the car , where he 
was from and said they would take him home. 

When they were three miles from the hospital, 
they turned around and the man was no longer 
In the car. They came to a screeching halt 
from a sp)eed of 60 - 65 m.p.h. again. An es¬ 
timate of car damage to the front end after 
.the accident was a few hundred dollars. 

Later on In July, two fellows she knew, 

Tom and Paul, phoned to take her and a girl¬ 
friend named Janice for a ride In the car as 


the weather was lovely. 

Three hours later, Susan was still 
waiting at home to be picked up. Then she 
got a phone call from a booth at a drive- 
in restaurant. One of the men asked Susan 
to come and pick them up. She borrowed 
a girlfriend's car and when she arrived at 
the restaurant they literally had to be 
dragged out of the j^ace. They were both 
dirty and shaking like leaves. Tom was 
sitting on the curb, very dirty, wouldn't 
talk and had to be led to the car. 

Tom got In Patil's car and followed 
Susan home. First of all, arriving home, 
they called Janice and said they would pick 
her up. They drove into the country and 
Tom and Paul shaklngly told them what had 
happened. The result was that all four 
were In a state of shock. 

The car was covered with stains and 
sand of a quartz-lUce residue unlike any¬ 
thing in the vicinity. They went to a de¬ 
partment store and bought a vacuum cleaner. 
They obtained a full, pint of the residue 
from Inside and outside the car but didn't 
take it to anyone for analysis because they 
thought no one would believe them. 

The whole episode started as follows: 

The two men were driving over to pick up 
the girls when all of a sudden, there was 
the mystery man, dressed like anyone on 
the street. In the back seat again. 

He Said no harm would come to them. The 
next thing they knew they were standing in 
a desert-like area, a black horizon sur¬ 
rounded by a nximber of humanoid figures. 

They heard verbal communication. They were 
on the alien's planet and they would be re¬ 
turned safely, they were told. The beings 
were a silvery color, couldn't tell if it 
was flesh or the suit Itself. The leader 
was the man In the car and he again re¬ 
minded them they would not be hurt. He 
wanted to know how we lived, procreated, 
how people die, why do young children die, 
why some live to be 110, etc. 

Sometime later, Sijsan encountered the 
alien on a Sunday picnic. Tom was In the 
back seat with the lunch basket, Patil and 
Susan were up front in the car. Tom start¬ 
ed stuttering and when Paul and Susan turned 
around, there was the nystery man sitting 
next to Tom. Paul stopped the car. The 
being said something and disappeared three 
or four minutes later. 

One evening Susan was babysitting and a 
dog started barking. All she could think 
of was the little man In a pie plate outside. 

One time the four of them went to a mid¬ 
way and at 9 p.m. the mystery man appeared 
behind them on a chair on the ferris cj) 
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Would you believe ? 

In 1949» a Navaho Indian named Oge Make paid a visit to the Paiute Indians seek¬ 
ing information about legendary mystery ships of Death Valley. The current news (at 
the time) regarding flying saucers prompted him to make this visit. His audience 
with an aged chief of the Paiutes was very rewarding. 

The Paiutes ^had held' the Inyo, Panamlnt and Death Valleys for lontold centuries 
before the coming of the white man.

The Incident occurred at the market town of Marlannelund, Smaland In 1959. Mr. Gideon Jo¬ 
hansson was employed as chief engineer at the factory of iB Brusafors-Hallefors, and was 
responsible for the operation at the factory's interlocking plant. 

On one of the last days in October, 1959, just before 3p.m., there was a power blackout at 
Marlanneltuid and its environs. As Mr. Johansson was responsible for the operation and was 
on duty, he was immediately ready to carry out his service work. When he came out from 
his house, he met his son, Rolf, (25 years old), who was on his way in when it suddenly was 
totally dark at t be market town. Rolf then saw a shining light and pointed it out to his 
father. Over the three-storey building of Folkets Bus (House of the Public), they coxild 
see an extraordinarily strong light appear. 

They first thoxight it was an airplane with an engine not functioning euid was going to crash, 
as it seemed aimed at their house, Mr. Johansson called his wife to run out of the house. 

She didn't hear him. At the same time he called, the object stopped, and Rolf and his fath¬ 
er got the impression it could be a helicopter. Since no sound was heard, they had to re¬ 
consider even that explanation. After the object had been motionless for a minute. It 
started moving again, and seemed as If it had the intention to land in the garden. 

The object swayed three times, moved to the right and struck a maple tree, damaging it at 
the top. Thereafter a scraping sound was heard and the object descended straight at a 
street, but stopped approximately one meter above the level of the street. All the while it 
rocked like a boat on the waves of an ocean. 

Mr. Johansson walked to his door cmd was only 3 meters away from the object. Now he saw 
that it was a space vehicle. The white light emanated from something resembling a window, 
like the wind screen of a larger car. It was a more compact and whiter light than he had 
ever seen before. Li this light, Mr. Johansson saw two humanoid beings with a friendly ap¬ 
pearance. They had extremely high foreheads, and very large beautiful eyes radiating intel¬ 
ligence. They had no external ears. Their noses were long and narrow with small nostrils. 
Their mouths were small and their chins pointed and small - they had weakly-shaped lower 
jaws. Their size seemed to be that of our 14-year olds, in other words somewhat short sta- 
tured. Further they were dressed in white \inlform-llke clothes with wide black belts laid 
crosswise over their shoulders. They seemed to be well fastened. 

Mr. Johansson had time to study them. The one to the right quickly loosened his belt and be¬ 
gan working with something below the screen, in the right section of what seemed to be the 
cockpit. During that time, Johansson found it fitting to show them a little friendliness by 
means of waving his right hand. The one at work in the right front part of the cockpit had

now finished his Job, and 
saw Johansson wave and smile 
at them. Vhlle Johansson 
was waving he wondered where 
they came from. The only re¬ 
action from their side was 
that the right one widened 
his eyes for a second. (At 
that selfsame moment a pic¬ 
ture formed before his Inner 
sight. A picture of a brown 
landscape with brown cacti having gre e n veins. There also were some kind of large arch¬ 
shaped buildingsunder which the peopile lived. The craft started after awhile, floated for¬ 
ward, and Johansson followed It on the sidewalk for about 25 meters. The craft stopped at 
the stop-boarder on the street, as It was a crossing street. The craft turned off Its light 
and disappeared In a fraction of a second. They didn't see where It went, but Johansson 
felt a current of air when the air rushed to occupy the place where the vehicle had been 
sltutated. 

As proof that Mr. Johansson experienced this event. It should be said that he came down with 
some kind of radlatlon-lnjtiry from the spaceship. All glands swelled up and the doctors 
could not explain the cause. Now, 11 years after, his health la fully restored. There was 
no explanation of the power black out. But they found at one part of the power line that 
all phase-lines at a length of 3^ meters were glazed with a black substance of which they 
could find no reasonable explanation. 

To Mr. Johansson, It looked as If the beings did not speak, but only exchanged looks. StUl 
there were wires running from the celling to the place we (Earthlings) have ears, possibly 
some kind of a radio. 

The material the UFO was built of resembled armor-plate, el^t to ten millimeters thick, 
hammered on the surface. 

And there was a strengthening frame around the large window. It was riveted on with long 
pointed rivets (sharp, and resembling a half rifle bullet). The UFO seemed to be construct¬ 
ed by hand. The uniforms worn by the humanoids were white, neat, but the cut seemed to be of 
the 19 th century. These were observations made at a distance of 3 to 4 meters from the craft. 
The humanoids were seen through the large windows at the left as per the diagram at the top 
of this page. 



UFO STUDY 'DEAD’ 

UFO spotting In Canada Is dead as "space 
grass." University of Toronto officials 
have admitted that a Canadian study of 
UFOs has never gotten off the grotind. 

Dr. Rod Tennyson, director of the 
UFO project said the 7-man UFO team has 
not considered a case In the past year. 

"Ve needed something with physical 
evidence and we didn't get It," he said. 

Dr. Tennyson says that his group 
could only find six serious cases In the 
hundreds of reported sightings turned ov¬ 
er to the U of T by the Dept, of National 
Defence. Forestry experts were called In 
for soil tests In one case where a land¬ 
ing UFO was said to have scorched the 
earth but the results were negative. In 


another, a specimen of "space grass" sent through 
the mall turned out to be radar chaff, probably 
aluminum foil. The Aerospace researchers,, who 
discuss cases over coffee breaks, never really 
got enou^ evidence to sink their teeth Into. 

Dr. Tennyson says the g roup Is ready to 
launch a full-scale probe If a report warrants. 

The s tudy was a dvertlsed and brought little 
response, even from citizens groups formed to 
report such sightings. "One of our objectives 
was to say to people that these were a group of 
scientists who were willing to listen to anj^liig 
they had to report," Dr. Tennyson said. 

Even with the apparent demise of the U of T 
stxidy, Canadians who spot UFOs still have an at¬ 
tentive ear in the form of Dr. Peter MlUman, 
head of upper atmosphere research for the Nation¬ 
al Research Council. Since 1968, Dr. Mil3man 
and the NRC have been the sole keepers of the UFO 
file, termed the Non-Meteoritic Sighting File. 
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Are UFOs spying on 
our nuclear projects? 



While perusing a number of UFO stor¬ 
ies over the past few months. It be¬ 
came quite clear that UFO movements 
were In the general area of some of 
our nuclear developments. Notably 
those at Deep River, Douglas Point, 

Chalk River and one In Manitoba at 
Plnawa situated In the White shell 

area. Numerous sightings have taken place at Beauaejour, Ste.Anne, Stein- 
bach and of course the well-known Stephen Mlctelak case at Fblcon Lake. 

More reports of UFOs came out of the NORTHWEST ANGLE FOREST RESERVE Just 
south of Falcon Lake recently. We have written about them In previous Issues 
of SS4S.(See Northwest Angle location on page 9 map) 

In the last laaue, ^56, we told the story of Leo Chaput who lives on the lie 
aux Allumettes at the town of Chapeau. The UFOs left burned circles where 
they hovered over hla field. Some weeks later, another ring was found at 
Meath, Just south of Chapeau. (See story this Issue). 


Thirteen persons. Including two police officers and three military policemen 
reported seeing a UPO at Petawawa early July 13 a.m. Constable Jack MacKay, 
and Const. Grant Chaplin watched a slow-moving bright light In the sky between 
4:50 and 5 j 40 a.m. They followed It to Pembroke where It disappeared. Pem¬ 
broke taxi driver John Chasson said the UPO was brighter than a star and ap¬ 
peared oval In shape. 

A couple was chased by this same UFO and la reported on elsewhere In this 
Issue. 

Const. W. McQulrtara (OPP) witnessed a UFO at about 2:30 am, the same time 
that Leo Chaput had hla extraordinary visitors In Chapeau, although the date 
of sighting la unconfirmed. 

On July 2, OPP Const. P.D. Instant observed a UFO In the Black Bay Road area 
of Petawawa. 

Earlier this year, a UFO was seen at Deep River, Feb. 7, and another was seen 
at Chalk River on Feb. 8th. OPP Detachment constables T. Ward and W. Flegg 
witnessed the UPO at 6 a.m. There Is a Canadian Forces Base Radar Station at 
Foymount Just south of Klllaloe Station. This last group of reports was sup¬ 
plied to us by SSjsS associate, Henry McKay, Aglncourt, Ont., after he made a 
first-hand visit to the area and Interviewed witnesses. 

On Sept. 3rd, Pauline Oylette, a waitress at the Chez Charles Hotel, a mile 

south of Chapeau, Que.; Robert McLaughlin 
and John Stott witnessed for half an hour 
from the parking lot of the hotel a cloae- 
range sighting. "I saw this thing not more 
than 6 feet away from me and It was real,” 
said Miss Oulette. It had red and white lights 
which flashed quite a bit and then It stopped 
flashing and stayed white. Miss Oulette went 
to her room about 4:30 a.m. and aaw It again 
fjrom her windows. Ten minutes later, a small 
craft left the large one, came Into the yard 
and went from one window to the other. She 
became ao frightened ahe could not move at 
first but eventually recovered sufficiently to 
leave the bedroom. 

Stott said the smaller craft made a whirring 
noise, was green and silver and had a 3-foot- 
long antenna protruding from Its side. UFOs 
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were reported sighted also on May 214 June 5 within 
12 miles of Chapeau. (Credit: TOPSIDE, Ottawa New 
Sciences Club, 95 Centre St., Alymer, Quebec) 

Raynard Ackert of Holyrood had an odd experience on 
May 26. Mr. Ackert was seeding on one of his farms 
on the 10th concession of Klnloss near Hayes Lake. 

As he came along near the bush,he experienced a sus- 
den stillness and found It 
difficult to breathe while 
at the same time his trac¬ 
tor kept cutting out al¬ 
though It did remain run¬ 
ning. The location was air¬ 
less. Suddenly a terrific 
wind came up, blew hla cap off, bent the "alow ve¬ 
hicle" sign on the back of hla tractor while debris 
In the area began flying all around with Mr. Ackert 
being struck by flying pieces of branches and other 
objects which ordinarily could not be moved. He was 
unable to see any evidence of a twister. Shortly 
after conditions returned to normal but left him In 
a dazed condition. 

A reporter for the Kincardine News stated that as he 
drove along the 8th concession to Ripley, he was at¬ 
tracted by a large white conical object In the cloud¬ 
less sky. Unlike a "twister", the narrow part was 
at the top with a growing expansion as It came to¬ 
ward the earth. The small end of the "upside-down" 
cone was gradually drawn down Into the object as It 
expanded In size, retaining Its whiteness. This at¬ 
mospheric object was also seen by Mr. Albert Wylds, 
principal of the Ripley District High School. After the sudden change of 
atmospheric conditions, Ackhert found he was again able to breathe and the 
motor of hla tractor returned to Its normal running condition. 

On June 10th, most residents of the Kincardine area were awakened around 4:30 
a.m. by two loud booms. Mrs. Jack Gardiner walked down her stairs to check 
things out In the kitchen and noted that she was able to walk without turn¬ 
ing on a light. Returning upstairs she noticed a light In the sky to the 
northeast. It hovered and was larger than a star but half the size of the 
moon. It remained for 40 minutes before rising slightly and disappeared In 
the northeast. A black vapor trail was left behind It. 

At 1 a.m. Monday, June 16, Ron and Alf Collins were playing cards when they 
heard a series of swishing sounds. They saw a large red object hurling to 
the ground, lost track of It as It went behind a row of evergreens. An In¬ 
tensive search Is being made of the area around Kincardine. 

Harrlaton, 3E on Hwy.9 from Klnloss had plenty of reports of a UFO about 8:45. 
p.m. on July 4. The UFO remained stationary for 20 minutes and then moved 
fairly rapidly to the west. Through binoculars the object seemed to have an 
appendage. It was higher than the clouds and did not move In the same dlrec-- 
tlon as the clouds. At Wlngham, 167 persons phoned the local TV station to 
find out what It was. 

On Thursday night, July 3rd, Bob Thompson of Ripley and Judy Storgald of Kin¬ 
cardine saw a star-like object plummet from the sky only to atop. Here It 
flashed red pulses and moved about In different directions. 

The fact that many reports come now from areas of nuclear stations. It would 
be wise to keep an eye on these areas for possible even closer approaches 
In the next few months. UFOs have been noted to keep surveillance over res¬ 
ervoirs, atomic sites, rocket launching facilities, military depots, etc..

Early in April, 1967, the lights of North Carolina's 
famous mountain were visible again from Jonas Ridge. 

7ou look over one range to the next one which is Brown 
Mountain. 

Stopping at a lookout, the scene looked like a glitter-

A car pulled up with a man and his three sons from 
Mew York and a local person. They had binoculars and 
looked through them. 

The mountain is bare rock and forest. No one lives 
there and is supposedly half owned by a prlvat individual 
and the other h^f is owned by the U.S. Government. 


The lights have been investigated by scientists who spent several months on the mount¬ 
ain and found nothing. They have flown over it at night and you can't see a light. They 
are only seen from Jonas Ridge and one other spot. 

One night while I was watching , I sent an S.O.S. and the letter 'Y' by flashlight a- 
bout seven times. It was then that the sky lit up over the mountains, first by signalling 
back fast an^ then the siqr lit up over the mountains in a terrific orange glow, then chang¬ 
ed to red and then the brightest white light I had ever seen came on. I jumped in the car 
and took off fasti 

The lights have been seen since covered wagon days and the local folk accept them as a 
phenomenon. As you watch them, more individual lights come on and then they go out. There 
are clusters, two amber lights to the left stay on continually and seem to form a pattern. 
Beside these two lights are three or four which seem to be on a tower. The top goes off 
and on and the others are steady. To the right of the 'tower' are green lights like on an 
airplane runway. 


Something Fishy .

In ANOMALY #4 we observed that UFO sightings tend to accumulate around the 10th 
and 21st of the month. Waves tend to peak in the middle of the week, Tuesday through 
Thursday. The overall average of power failures and UFO reports is highest on Wednes¬ 
days...16.4$. Are these patterns significant? To test their significance we have 

run a similar test of non-UFO of world fishing records, fresh and saltwater, from the 
tables in the New York Times Almanac. 1971, page 977. Sixty-nine of these catches 
were dated. Since fishing is a seasonal sport, largely confined to weekends we "pre¬ 
dicted" that the greatest nxmiber of record catches should occur on Fridays, Saturdays 
and Sundays. Wo were only partially correct, as the following table demonstrates. 
(Calculated by elide rule, so figures are approximate.

The month was divided into three equal parts. Fishing records for the period 
1-10 totalled 39.8%. For the 11-20 period, 26.5%. And for the 21-31, 35.3%. This 
is almost identical to the UFO pattern. The greatest nvimber of record catches for a 
single day, six, were made on the 21st of the month. The 2l8t is also the focus for 
UFO reports. Since luck is perhaps the most Important single factor in fishing we can 
assume that the laws of chance are also a dominant factor in UFO observations.

On the 27th of April, 1960 at about 
3 a.m,, Mr, NN was driving hla car on 
the road between Slagelae and Nfieatved, 
About 11 kllometrea aouth of Slagelae 
he paaaed the eatate of "Gyldenholn". 

He was doing about 60 kph. The air 
was allghtly nlaty and a light breeze 
waa blowing. The obaerver had a feel¬ 
ing he waa being watched by aomething 
he couldn't define. 

After having left the wood which 
aurrounda the main building of the ea¬ 
tate, he noticed at about 20 degreea 
In the aouthweat, an Intenaely ahlnlng 
white circle which approached with 
high apeed. Within 3 to 4 aeconda the 
circle had moved towarda hla car and 
auddenly. It atopped, cloae to him. 

Since the motor loat Ita power 
and the lighta awltched off, he atop¬ 
ped at the right aide of the road at 
a dlatance of about 6 metree from the 
object. 

He aaw that It waa a ao-called 
"flying aaucer". He eatlmated the alze 
to be about 9 metrea wide and 6 metrea 
high. It waa like two bowla placed 
agalnat each other with a broad ahlnlng 
band approximately acroaa the centre 
bealdea a amaller atrlpe on thft top of 
It. On the very top of It there was 


something which looked 
like a amall auper- 
atructure and a narrow 
floureacent atrlpe waa 
running acroaa. At the 
foot of It, three round, 
lumlnoua apota which the 
obaerver thought to be 
portholea were apacedout. 
The object waa a ahlnlng 
grey-green color. 

While the obaerver waa 
looking at the UFO which 
waa hovering three metrea 
above the ground, three 
lega came eliding out 
from the bowl-formed 
hollowa on the underalde 
of the object. Before 
touching the ground, a thick, cylin¬ 
drical tube waa alldlng towarda the 
ground and at the bottom of the tube 
a aquare opening appeared. 

The obaerver didn't aeem to be aoared. 
He thought of leaving the car but 
decided to remain, becauae four per- 
aona one after another were coming 
out of an opening. 

They were moving towarda the car with 
alow, graceful movementa, like frog¬ 
men walking on the bottom of the 
aea. The four peraona were dreaaed 
In green-ahlnlng coatumea on which 
there were three dark, vertical 
atrlpea on the front of the uniforma, 
the middle atrlpe being 
the longeat. 

While they were moving toward the 
car, a thick cable waa alldlng out 
of the lower part of the object In 
the direction of hla car. The cable 
atopped about two metrea from the 
right window. Next’ to the oar, the 
cable ended In a aqua ire acreen In 
which a round, white lighted lena 
waa aeen. The acreen waa aupported 
by the cable at about 1 metre height. 
Meanwhile the four peraona aurrounded 
the car, two of them at the left door. 
In their handa they all had aomethlng 
rather long like a alender lantern 
which they placed to the car aeveral 
place a. The men were about 90 cm 
high. Their face a ware much like 
oura but more flattened. Their moutha 
moved but no aound waa heard. There 
waa a aound of humming a a from a high 
voltage ayatem. They returned to the 
craft, cable and landing lega wlth- 
dirawn and lifting off very fa at It 
dlaappeared In the aouthweat quickly.

SCORCHED HOLES 
AND LITTLE MEN 
IN IOWA HELDS 

By BRAD STEIGER 

In the autumn of 1969* I received a 
letter ffom a lineman employed by an Iowa 
power and light ccmipany. According to the 
lineman^ he had noticed a series of "burnt 
circles" near one of their power lines. 

Uhen he had made inquiries of the farm fam¬ 
ily who lived there, they openly stated 
that they had s een UFOs hovering over the 
powerline and landing in the nearby pasture. 
The lineman stated the facts as he knew 
them, enclosed some sketches of the holes 
and their dimensloDS, and indicated that he 
would disclose the location of the farm and 
do anything he could to assist in an inves¬ 
tigation of the mysterioios burnt circles, 

Glenn Md/ane, an Iowa Ci-ty businessman 
and independent UFO investigator, made the 
trip to the Clayton County, Iowa, farm on 
my behalf. He found the pastures and fields 
of this farm to be literally covered with 
scorched circles similar to the-one^-that he 
had found on the Warren Barr farm in Iowa's 
Cedar Valley. The greatest concentration 
of circles were t o be found along the power 
line. A favorite contention among c ertaln 
segments of UFQlogists is that UFOs somehow 
withdraw electrical energy from the power 
lines. There does seem to be a great deal 
of circumstantial evidence in support of such 
a theory, but I have never been able to ob¬ 
tain actiial proof of such kilowatt kldnap- 
. ping from any power and light spokesman. 

In addition to the scorched circles, 
MeWane noticed definite Impressions of what 
* appeared to be indentures caused by some 
sort of landing device. For purposes of size 
estimation, he set his cigarette lighter down 
near one indenture, which was about 2^ inches 
in diameter. 

MeWane found Mrs. S.H. to be a very 
friendly and warm person, who seemed to ac¬ 
cept the regular visitations of the UFOs with 
little emotionality. He assessed Mr. S.H. as 


a succesful fanner, level-headed, calm, not 
likely to Jxunp to excitable conclusions. Mr, 
S.H, had had military service and had served 
at various missile sites around the U.S. 

The farm family told MeWane that "odd 
things" had been occurring on their farm for 
about two years. It seemed that all of the 
neighbors had seen the "odd things" as well— 
red objects streaking across the horizon, 
then slowly lowering themselves silently to 
pastures, com fields, clearings in wooded 
areas. 

Early in the spring of 1969, the child¬ 
ren of the S.H. family had seen a round, red 
object hovering over the power line near the 
bam and livestock pens. One of the boys 
climbed a tree and another watched the thing 
cautiously from around a comer of the barn. 
Seemingly aware of their presence, the object 
shone a red beam of light at each of the boys. 

One of the boys fled to the safety of 
the farmhouse, but the other r^nained to watch 

the object rise, then 
lower itself farther 
down the line and 
land behind a clvmp 
of trees. The next 
morning when the fam¬ 
ily went to investi¬ 
gate their son's sto¬ 
ry, they £mnd a cir¬ 
cular burned spot and 
the impressions of 
what they assumed 
miist be landing gear. 

As MeWane visit¬ 
ed withlhe S.H. fam¬ 
ily, he learned of 
the appearance of 
UFOnauts on several occasions. One of the 
boys - had succeeded in approaching cjuite near 
one of the entities. The following edited 
transcript was blue-pencilled fremt the artic¬ 
le in Male , because the publisher "doesn't 
like stories about little green men." The 
publisher, of course, is hardly alone in his 
preference for reading only anecdotal accounts 
of alleged space craft sans occupants. But 
here for readers of Saucers. Space & Science. 
who may be interested in occupant sightings, 
is the omitted transcript* 

MeWane: Now j\]st where did you see this 
little man? 

Boy; He got out of the big ball that landed 
in the pasture. I could see him real clear 
from my hiding place in the barn. 

MeWane: How tall was he? 

Boy: Maybe three feet or so. 

MeWane: How was he dressed? 
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Boy: He was dressed from head to toe in a 
white space suit. 

McWane; Why do you say 'space suit'? 

Boy: 'Cause It looked a lot like the suits 
our astronauts wear. 

McWane: Was there anything on his back? 

Boy: No. He was just wearing this tight- 
fitting white suit that covered his hands 
and his feet, as well as his body. And, 
of course, he wore a helmet. 

McWane: Describe the helmet. 

Boy: It was yellowish-brown colored, and it 
seemed too big for his little body. 

McWane: You mean, his head seemed out of 
proportion to his body? 

Boy: Yeah, that's right. But then he pro¬ 
bably had a lot of brains. You know, it 
must take a lot of brains to come flying 
in from outer space. 

McWane: Did he carry anything in his hands? 

Boy: No, but his arms were awfully long. 

They hung past his knees. Oh, another 
thing...his hands looked normal, but his 
feet were like two prongs. 

McWane: You mean long toes? 

Boy: I don't know. But the wildest thing 
was when he took off his helmet and looked 
at me. 

McWane: Please describe what he looked like. 

Boy: His head was a light, real pale green, 
and his head was completely bald. No hair 
at all. His eyes were real big, but his 
nose and mouth were nothing but little 
slits. 

McWane: Did he smile at you or.,,? 

Boy: He didn't really have any kind of ex¬ 
pression at all, J\]st blank. He wiped 
his forehead with the back of his hand — 
you know, like someone who has been work¬ 
ing hard and sweating — then he got back 
into the shiny ball, I suppose it was a 
flying saucer, and it took off. 


Investigator McWane was able to deter¬ 
mine that the UFOs usually landed on the S.H. 
farm after 5:00 p.m. In two years of spor¬ 
adic landings, there has only been one ex¬ 
ception to that schedule. One Sunday after¬ 
noon an object was seen to hover and land at 
about two o'clock. 

In this report to this author, McWane 
stated: "No one in the family has reported 
having any nightmares, but I certainly had 
an eerie feeling as I walked among dozens 
of burned, circular areas on this farm. It 
is almost as if some alien air force might 
be using this farm as an informal landing 
base. 

"According to the family and the neigh¬ 
bors who have witnessed the UFO activity, 
the UFOs are not seen until they are rela¬ 
tively close to the ground. Then they are 
just suddenly there and slowly lower them¬ 
selves to Earth. It would seem that the 
objects are somehow able to remain invisi¬ 
ble until they reach a certain altitude. 

Or, to conjecture a bit, they may be enter¬ 
ing our dimension through a doorway that 
just happens to be open on the S.H. farm. 

"It may be, as some UFOlogists sug¬ 
gest, that the UFOs come from another world 
existing outside our space-time continuum 
and that they are most often seen in areas 
wherein these "doorways" exist. Such a 
theory might explain how UFOs have suddenly 
disappeared with our Air Force jets in 
close pursuit. 

"At any rate," McWane concluded, "in 
my opinion, if a mysterious 'someone' did 
not want to be observed by a lot of people, 
the area in which the S.H. farm is located 
would be a perfect spot to conduct secret¬ 
ive activities. It has heavily wooded 
areas and a river runs through the farm. 

There is also a large cave in the area." 


















STRANGE THINGS HAPPENED ON THE 

Night of the meteorite 


On Tuesday, July 2, 1968 a fire¬ 
ball was sighted throughout the 
northeastern United States from 
the Atlantic to Ohio. It was al¬ 
so seen In Quebec and Ontario. 

Three professional pilots In se¬ 
parate airliners reported seeing 
the flaming object. All thought 
It was a meteor. 

After reports of an unidentified 
object '*aa big as a house" fall¬ 
ing from the sky near St. Alphon¬ 
se, Quebec, about 40 miles north 
of Montreal, townspeople felt 
they were being Invaded by little 
men from outer space. 

An egg-shaped rock found In the 
middle of a burned patch of 
grass near St.Paul, Quebec, 
was guarded by Paul-Emile 
Desblens, a 73-year-old 
farmer with a shotgun until 
federal authorities could 
analyze It. 

There were some nude little men re¬ 
ports and they were checked out by 
Constable Michel Michaud and a fel¬ 
low policeman. They arrived on the 
scene In time to see them Jump Into 
a ditch and flee. 

When SSiS checked this story out 
with a member of the Montreal UFXD 
Study Group we found that the 
"nude little men"tumed out to be 
two little boys who ran away from 
home In the Laurentlan village of 
Jollette. The children were not 
naked. The rock of Mr. Desblens 
upon analysis was ordinary sedimen¬ 
tary rock with fossils In It. The 
meteor was said to have landed In 
the St.Boniface - Melanie area. 

A ham radio operator was believed 
to be responsible for the little 
men reports. Police were of the 
opinion that the operator with 
fuzzy reception picked up police 
radio messages on runaway children, 
misinterpreted the messages, and 
started the rumor of Martians In 
the area. 

All the sightings took place at 
about 9:30 p.m. In Woodstock, Ont., 
a flaming object In the sky la be¬ 




lieved to have been the 
meteor, OPP said. A 
private plane searched 
the Innerklp area for 
an hour following a re¬ 
port from a man who be¬ 
lieved he saw a burning 
aircraft two miles SE 
of Innerklp. The object 
was about 1,000 feet In 
the air. 

Some witnesses allowed 
themselves to dream... 
Daniel Lachance affirm¬ 
ed to have seen his 
companions change color 
with the passing of the 
meteor. 

And from Wooler, Ontario 
Fred Coulthard'a two sons thought they 
saw a flying saucer land that same nlglA 
Now Invisible beings go whoosh In the 
night and smell like roses, Fred Coul- 
thard believes"they are beings from an¬ 
other galaxy who are much cleverer than 
we are." The parish priest thinks some¬ 
one Is "playing tricks". Smashed win¬ 
dows, knocked dishes and tableware to 
the floor and a terrified cat, a tube 
of shampoo flying through the air, a 
hurled deck of playing cards thrown at 
Wayne Coulthard, age 20. R:*ed and hla 
sons tried to get a photograph of the 
mysterious visitors. Fred, Jr., 24, 
an armed services corporal stationed at 
Fetawawa, said that when he heard nois¬ 
es he came out of hiding and tried to 
take a picture, but all he could see was 
"small, dark, heavy shadows." A neigh¬ 
bor, Butch Mallory took a tape recorder 
and picked up noises he called "aplrlts" 
visitations. 

Poltergeist activity la quite often the 
result of "emotional stress or Instabi¬ 
lity" and usually happens when there 
are young persons around. A 3 for the 
'flying saucer' It la undoubtedly the 

meteor which was seen over a large part 
of the countryside that night.
